cauſe how life becomes ſtirring firſt in a creature, 
and is a ſource of joy or cauſe of laughing: and 
out of theſe three is the corpority formed of e- 
very creature in heaven and in earth: and out 
of. the other three is the life, ſoul and ſenſes 
bord. | 
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The fourth is the heat or fire ſpirit, and this 


has four qualities, warmth, life, light and firce= .

Now the fire ſpirit in the ſun, when the air 
is clear, expends quiek and fierce, giving a ſtrong. 
light; but where it is ſtoped in its fierce career by 
mountains or ſteeples, thus leſſens irs kindling, 
Which we call a ſhadow. But Hefore I leave this 
head let me divert my Reader with the ingredi- 
ent and cauſe of thunder. 


It is the motion and expantion of fire, the old 


notion of thunder. bolt is a mere chimmeria. 
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Note, This fire ſpirit I have deſcrib'd proceeds 


out of the eternal center, and above the firme- 


ment, is ſo tempered with the cold ſpirit, and 
qualified with the water ſpirit, that neither the 


cold nor the heat are extream, but a mild, gen-

tree or building, which give the tear or burn. 
Nov in the eaſtern and hotrer country's the 

water ſpirit in which the fire kindles, hath in it

living creature, if on building ſets it on fite, as 
alſo on ſhipping. | 

But often it hath none of this dreg, but is fire, 
in a pure thin quality, which will fly thro' the 
body of a man, and not hurt him, but meeting 
with ſilver in his pocket, or a {werd by his fide 
melts it into a lump, the cloſe pores denying its 
paſlage.

Note, The expantion of fire drives before it, 
and crowds the air; which ſtrikes our ſenſes of 
Hearing as a wave of the ſea ſtrikes the rock, 
and is the noiſe we call thunder. 

Note, No man needs to fear thunder, but 
yo it is perpendicular, or juſt over his head.
